SUNDAY LABOUR IN THE HARBOUR. 
His Excs_neney—Hefore-going farther T 
desire to refor toa subject of some importance 
mimnunity, especially,to some members 
of it.. During the Inst year 1 have re 
esived a numbor of petitions . from various 
guarters praying for some moasure. by which 
there should bo bronghi: shout 2 cessation of 
sunday work iu the harieur. Having a very 
great sympathy with thes who desire relief. in 
this mattor, and being anxious to afford them 
relief ta the extent of my ability, Ihave given 
the subject very full consideration. I havemade 
inquiries in various quarters, and havirg at 
length come to the determination that it is ontof 
power_to deviso.a measure.that.would at-ouce| 
afford the, relief desired an? be free of very 
serious injury to the community, I think it ouly 
right that I should make public to some extent 
the considerations which uve so far affvoted 
my judgment. In dealing with this matter one 
finds that those people who desire rolief espesi- 
ally are the Europeans-employed on voesels in 
the harbouz, numbéring, as far us I can make 
out, at the most 1,000—amployed on vessels und 
on laid in connection with yersels—nand that of 
those a very large proportion being in Hong- 
kong only.a few Sundays in the year would be 
benefited only for thore few Sundays. Then tho 
question is. howeser desirable it is to bsnefit then, 
how can we benefit them £ With a view to find 
bow such benefit was derived by workmen jh 
other parts of the world I. have made ingniries 
in various conniriss, and I find the means is 
practically one, namely, the closing of custom 
fhonses on Sunday, for beyond a few - obsolete 
statutes I can find no law on the subject any- 
where.‘ Sunday labour in the harbour in.other 
places cesses beonusy the cnxtom houso cloxes, 
and for ne other reason: . Now if wa’ are for- 
duvaiely withonts custom beuse in Hongkoag 
it isevident that moangis not open to us. and 
there is nosoihor alternative, that I Know of éx- 
cept a law onfureing the cessation of labour on 
Sandny by fine or imprisonment: “That being 60;) 
the next question that arises is, what must bo 
the scops of such. law. I am informed it could 
not be confined entirely te European yesrels, or 
at once very rreat udvantage would be gi 
Chinese vessels and janks, onthe part of which tho 
rivalry isalready keen enongh. We must therefora 
make tha law applicable do all vessels in tho har. 
bour withont exception. Bnt can we stop thore ? 
I doubt itF 1% would be scarcely possiblo to oon- 
ceivt of a number af people being sent to gaol 
for working in the harbour on Sunday when 
they siw thousands of their fellow countrymen 
pursuing their usual avecations on Jand. and 
ing so withont any moleststion whatever, I 
venture to-say that not only would that bea 
great evil ia iteclf, it but would destray amonget 
the Chinesé the reputation for justice possessed 
by British law which has dova so much for the 
Prosperity of Hongkong. If we stop workin 
the bour we wust al-o stop ifon shore, at 
least out. o£ doors, But could we oven atop 
there? It-is wonscessary to pursue the sub- 
‘ject further to know whether we could or 
"could not. I think . it even doubtful whether 
iWe could stop out-of-doors: Bat supposing we 
could,' it is evident there would-be a violent,

' Lonvon, 3rd April, 

Letters have boen reevived from Stanley which 
wero written from Ariwhini before he returned 
to tho Interior.. In them: he recounts in the 
iwost'graphio manner the endless march he made 
throngh deadly and gloomy forests. By tho 12th 
of Norember those composing. the Expedition 
had been reduced to perfect skoletons through 
starvation and fatiguo, whilst one haondred had 
cithor died or deserted.
